Washington, Oct. 2S.— The Intima- 
tion conveyed by the American com- 
missioners to the Spanish commission- 
era at Monday's session of the peace 
conference in Paris, that tbe position 
of the United States with respect to 
Cuba and the Cuban debt could ni,x 
be regarded as subject to change and 
that conaequently the American com- 
miaaiooera were ready to proceed with 
the consideration of othefr heada under 
the protocol, tne Paria, (IdTlees show 
bad the desired effect 

The one concession as to Cuba that 
our oommlaaloners will make will be 
to guarantee for the United Statea that 
life and property shall be secure there. 

This responsibility the United States 
will assume only until such time as 
a stable government shall be formed 
and operatlT* in Cuba. There will be 
BO perpetual gaaraataa oa this score. 

Undue slgnlfleaaoe has been attached 
to the dispatch of a special messen- 
ger from Washington to tbe president 
at Philadelphia. 

Almoat erery day a long report has 
come by cable from Judge Day, pres- 
ident of the American commissioners 
at Paris, telling what had been accom- 
plished and what the American com- 
mlasiooera propose to do at the 
next maetlng. 

The president has gone over these 
reports very carefully in company w.^a 
Secretary Hay and some times wiia 
military or nawil experts if their ad- 
Tice seemed to be neceaaary. 

Wednesday's report waa Tsry long, 
and to hare reduced it to cipher code 
for the purpose of telegraphing it to 
Philadelphia would have consumed 
more time and been less satisfactory 
In results than the aerTicea of a mea- 
aenger. 

As a vital stage had been reached, 
it was thought advisable not to delay 
till the president's return, and bo As- 
sistant Secretary Cridler's oonfldentiai 
clerk was seat to Plilladdphls wtui 
the daily r^rt 

It is expected that tbe eommlsslon- 
ers will now take up the subject of 
tbe Pbllippinea The American com- 
missioners have given this subject 
much attaotion. but ao far it baa never 
appeared bafbrs til* loitt MBSBlsaion 
save in the sbSBS <d OM spsSBodic 
effort made by flie BpiolaMa at the 
very beginning of the sessions to have 
the United States abandon Manilla as 
a precedent to further negotiationa on 
tj^e subject of the Philippines. 

The American eommlsaloaera, among 
other things, have been looking into 
the subject of the Philippine ueoi, 
about which there is mueb ignorance 
lU this end of the line. 

It la unlikely that tbe same nils 
will be applied to that debt as was 
insisted upon relative to tlie Cuban 
debt. In other words, if the United 
States aanezea the Philippines, which 
Beema now to be the logical outcome 
of the situation, It might be reaaona- 
bly contended that at least so much 
of the debt as represented moneys ex- 
pended for the improvement of the 
Islands should paaa to the Vaited 
States with the title.

the Cuban debt, the Gaulols says: 

"Tbe situation is extremely strained, 
owing to the increasingly sggresslve 
attitude o( the Americans, and it Is 
even feared that if the epaniards 
should not decide to give way on all 
points, the negotiations will be broken 
off in the course of the next meeting. 

"It aeema uaquestloaable that the 
near approach of the American elec- 
tions plays a considerable role In the 
attitude of the Spanish delegates, who 
have supposed that gaining time would 
obtain better terms from their con- 
querors, while Just the opposite is 
happening." 

Continuing, the Gaulols intimates 
that if the Americans continue to show 
themselves intractable towards the 
Spaniard^ a renewal of hostilities may 
result especially If the Spsniarda de- 
clare that they have arrlred at the 
extreme limits of hoaoraUs eoaessslon. 



Camp at Honolnla. 

Washington, Oct 28.— The report of 
General Merrlam, eommandlng the De- 
partment of tbe Pacific, regarding tbe 
facilitiea for a camp at Honolulu, has 
been reoelTed at tbe war department. 
It is not favorable. He says the ground 
on the higher levels Is covered with 
rocks, while the lowlands and valleys 
are swampy, tbe lands being used 
chiefly for rice cultivation. There arc 
no good drill grounda, and he adTiaea 
that as few troops aa posalbis bs seat 
to Honolulu.

Paris, uct 23.— Prsaldeat Faure 
asked M. Dupuy to form a oaUnet In 
succession to tbe Brlsson alalstry, 
which resigned oa Tuesday. 

The cabinet will probably be com- 
posed aa follows: M. Dupuy, premier 
and minister of the interior; M. De 
Freycinet minister of war; M. Con- 
aUna, miniater of JubUce; M. Delcaase, 
minister ot foreign affairs; If. Ribot 
minister of finance; M. Bourgeoii^ ala* 
later of public instruction. 

M. Dupuy, who was Interviewed as 
he was leaving tbe Blysee, said the 
question ot the Dreyfus rsTiaion was 
purely Judicial, adding: "No honest 
politician win decline to accept the de- 
cision which shall be given." 

In the court of cassation great stress 
was laid by Reporter M. Bard on Col- 
onel Plcquard'a letter of July 14, 18»8, 
to the miniater of Justice, in which he 
gave seven principal arguments against 
the probability of guilt of Dreyfus. 
Including tbe Impoaaibllty of Dreyfus 
procuring the plaas ot fortresses and 
projects for the movements ot troops, 
undetected, whereas Major Bstsrhssy 
had free access thereto. 

This letter alao cited Interviews 
which Colonel Picquart had with Gen- 
erala Billot and Gonse, aad ssys: 
"With the proof In my handa, I have 
established the Innocence of Dreyfus." 
To this General Oonzo rrplled. accord- 
ing to the letter to the minister of jus- 
tice: "What is it to you if Dreyfus la 
on Devil's Island? "He is laaocsat" 
General Oonse— "Ton knew Mereler, 
(former minister of war) and Saussler. 
(former military governor of Paria) are 
mixed up in this affair. Do you wish 
to oompromiae them?" 

The letter then eontinned that on 
leaving General Gonze, Colonel Pic- 
quart declared he was convinced of the 
Innocence of Dreyfus and he proposed 
to light tbe matter out and reveal what 
he knew. These statements upon the 
part ot tha reporter caused a asasation 
in court 

After further reference to Colonel 
Picquart's charges that the ministry ot 
war and the general staff had tampered 
with documents aad had manufactured 
sTidence in the Dreyfus ease, the hear- 
ing of the case was adjourned. 

The belief is general that the court 
of cassation will pronounce neither for 
revialon nor for annulment of the de- 
cision in the Dreyfua case as either 
course would entail awkward conse- 
quences. To avoid these It is expected 
the court will decide that aa the atTaIr 
now presents itself there has been no' 
treaaon, and that therefore tbe con- 
demnation prononnoed upon Captain 
Dreyfus by the courtmartial cannot 
be nphsld.

— During the 
paat two years tbe department of ag- 
riculture has conducted a aeries of 
experiments in the use of a aerum as 

a remedy for hogs affected by cholera 
or swine piasii". 

The experlmrnf.s were c: nd'.icted by 
Dr. D. E. Salmon, chief of the bureau 
Of animal Induatry, and tbe ,reaults 
were eminently satisfactory, proTing 
thst the dreaded disease can be suc- 
cessfully and Inexpensively treated. 

The loss piifrerert by tlie furri^ra of 
the United States annually from hog 
cholera aggregate an enormous SQm. 
In Iowa alons, during 1896. it Is es- 
timsted that the hog raisers lost 
through the raTsgss of ths disease 

$15,000,000. 

Summarizing the results of the ex- 
periments. Dr. Salmon aald that 80 per 
cent ot the hogs treated in drorea have 
been saved, while In the droves affected 
with cholera and not given the serum 
tmtmmt, qnlts M per eeat wsra lost

Sodus, N. Y.. Oct 23.— The three- 
mssted schooner St. Peter ot St Vin- 
cent sank about five milea northweat ot 
here on Lake Ontario, with all on board 

save Captain John Grlflin, who was 
rescued in an unconscious condition. 

The schooner showed signals of dis- 
treaa as she drifted past Charlotte. 
The people st Pnltneyvllle sighted the 
St. Peter and Immediately telegraphed 
to Sodus asking that help be ottered. 
Tbe tug Cornelia started for the rescue, 
but the great aeas nearly awamped the 
boat and the Oomella was ooapelled 
to return to harbor. 

Word was sent to Charlctte that the 
distressed vessel had t)e( n Hishted neai 
PultneyvlUe, and the tug Peter atarted 
with the life-saving crew. When 
within a mile of the St Peter the crew 
on the schooner were horrlfled to ae« 
the ship alnk. Captain Griffln waa 
picked up In an unconscious condition. 
After spending half an hour looking 
for the other members ot ths lll>tated 
crew, the tug startad for fodns Point 
where medical assistance was secured 
for tbe captain. He Is still uncun- 
BCioua, but will recover. The wife ol 
the captain waa loat also the nmte, 
McLarea. Bight persons at HmI 
perished.

Kentucky. 

The monument will be built entirely 
of Vermont granite, with the exception 
of the bronze work. The base will be 
comi>osed of three blocks of granite, 13 
by 10. On these will rest four amall 
blocks of granite, which will support the 
large block, on the face of which the 
bronze dies will be placed. These tablets 
will be four feet by two feet two inches. 
On top of the projecting blocks will be 
the old-style mortars and cannon balls. 

Just above these will bo the American 
fl ig and the Confederate flag, half furled 
toc.'tlier. These flage wiU ba aix feet 
three inches across. 

There will also be Federal and Oonfed* 
erato devices on the side.s of the capfl. 
Then comes the shaft, ou top of which ia 
a sphere resting on four cannons, and on 
this sphere is the figure of Bellona, the 
Roman Goddess of War, with sword up- 
lifted.

Douglas cmiiify in coiitral Illiiinis is 
where the great balk of (be broom corn 
of the world li falMd. In th« oeoter of 
this district is the lively little city of 
Areola, and bo it was tbo . moet appro- 
priate thing that ooold hmf been oon- 
otived to make » broom oom palaoe as 
one of tbo chief attractions of the recent 
■trcct filir lield in Areola just at the be- 
sinning of tiie broom com liarTeat. 

It waa not a rmy big palace, being 
only 4.") foct Ffiuaro ou tlio base, but 
what it lacked in size it made up iif 
beaaty aud nuiqueuess. So mnch waa 
il admired that aithongh the oamival 
is over tiM palaoe bai been left ondis- 
tnrbed and people are still Tiilting 
Areola to see the pictniesqne etmotoro. 

lu tlio center of each nido in a lar^e 
arched ihinrway, while ou vach corner 
are niiuaret^^ of beautiful design. Above 
the base bniJdiug rnna the tower, aor- 
noonted by a band atand. 

In the interloir the lower part of the 
palace is divided into oonTeoient obm- 
partinents and rooms, where dififerent 
exhibits are placed. From tho ground 
up, inaide and ontside, the palace is 
ornamented, trimmed aud finished with 
the beanttfol plomea of broom oom iu 
•nob a manner as to bring oat all the 
arohitectnml beauty of the pnlace. | 
Brush is battened on in many ul e i m to j 
represent the appearance of large quun- | 
tities of baled broom corn. { 

In some places notably aronnd the ] 
doorways, windows and portholes, the 1 
green stalk of the plant is twined and j 
Intertwined In a thoaaand flantaatlo and 
artistic stylos. Tho brush ranges in 
color from tho standard and uiuoh 
sought after green, whieh is found 
where tho ean has not shod its autumn 
rays npon it. Bat the sun ia no mean 
palter. Where his rays have fallen the 
eolors of the bmsh range from dark to 
light red and yellow, just as the leaves 
of tho trees ar*coIored by his glare. 

This was dreaded by some as destroy- 
ing tho beauty of tho palac«. Instead it 
has heightened it. Large sections of the 
exterior of the palaoe have been deoo- 
rated with the broom oom seed. This 
^eot is obtained by covering the boards 
with adhesive varnish, then casting 
handful.s of tho seed upon it. These ad- 
here, and tho effect is very pretty.

It waa away back in 1850 that broom 
oom was flrat known in this section, 
though at thai time only a small patch 
waa planted aa an experiment, the brash 
being worked up into brooms by the 
raisers. In 1801 Colonel John Cofer, 
the father of the broom com industry 
in Illinois, planted and raised a patch 
of about iK) acrea^ which was made into 
Immbm by Thomas Midwinter and ship- 

Sd to the city aaarkets for disposal. 
Is being the first consignment of 
brooms ever sent to the trade from 
Douglas county. This practically set 
the pace, and the farmers gradnally 
took up the enterprise until it haa be- 
come by big odds the largest ovopraissd 
in Douglas and Oolss counties. 

The dangerous fluctuation in prices 
makes this crop, in the opinion of many 
who have devoted some study to it, a 
risky one. In 1H75 the quotations reach- 
ed bottom, at (40 per too, while the 
highest notch WM ih IMI, whM 9800 
was paid. 

The prodnot per acre Is aboat 600 to 
660 pounds, or a general average of 
about one ton to every three acres of 
com. Tbi.s is c onsidered a good average. 
There liavu been instances where the 
brush would yield 000 poOBds to tho 
acrcb but not often. 

The moel interestliiff well as the 
busiest period in the brooin oom industry 
is the harvest time. This occurs gen- 
erally along iu the latter part of Au- 
gust or the Ist of September and extends 
to about the first part of October, bnt 
this Isgo^'^med altogether by the grow* 
ing season ; oonaequeotly there is no reg- 
ular period for the harvesl to open, and 
it varies from 10 to 18 days. As a geo- 
eral rule, however, Oct. 1 witnoases the 
end of the harvest, Ifae wurii. of hor-
